Hon. F. Oliver returned to the city 
Wednesday from a trip to the Yukon, 
via the Mackenzie river route, the 
return trip being made via the Coast. 
Mr. Oliver left Edmonton June 
2nd-and travelling in turn by stage, 
canoe, steamer, scow and on foot, 
reached Dawson July 19th. Leav- 
ing there on the 21st ult., he complet- 
ed the round trip to Edmonton in two 
days over the two months. 

Made Fast Trip. 

Two days were occupied in getting 
to the Landing by wagon. After a 
day spent there, the minister, with 
his private secretary, and two boat- 
men, left in canoe, reaching the 
Grand Rapids in two days. Here they 
overtook Inspector Tremaine, of the 
H. B. Co., who had left the Landing 
before them. The two canoes were 
put into an empty scow and the party 
ran the rapids to Fort McMurray, 
reaching there in a day and a half. 
From Fort McMurray Mr. Oliver's 
party proceeded by canoe to Fort 
Chipewyan, leaving Inspector Tre- 
maine at McMurray. Three days were 
occupied in this part of the journey. 
At Fort Chipewyan the party caught 
Colin Fraser's steamer and reached 
Smith Landing in 18 days from Ba- 
monton, a day having been spent at 
Grand Rapids and a day and a half 
at McMurray. 

Down the Mackenzie,

took Hislop & Nagle’s steamer, Eva, 
to "ort Resolution, on Great Slave 
Lake Here they transferred to the 
R. C. mission steamer, St. Marie, 
which took them to the Arctic Red 
River, the most northerly mission of 
that church. At the Red River a 
Steam launch of the H. B. Co. was 
Secured which towed the canoe down 
the Mackenzie and up the Peel to 


Fort McPherson. 
Walked Across the Divide, 

At Fort McPherson the canoe jour- 
ney east of the mountains ended. 
Here were found two canoemen sent 
over by the Mounted police from 
Dawson to meet the party. Packers 
were engaged to carry the supplies 
and the tramp across the portage to 
Lapierre’s house, on the Bell river, 
was made in 4 1-2 days. The dist- 
ance is 60 miles. The mountains at 
this point are very low, the summit 
of the pass being only 2,400 feet 
above sea level. Travelling over the 
pass had to be done “at night’—that 


| is when the sun was lowest in the 
sky—for there the party were in the 
land of the midnight sun. In the 


middle-of the day the heat was great. 
Canoed Down the Porcupine. 

At Lapierre’s house, two canoes 
were met and two more men who hod 
come by gasolene launch from Daw- 
son. The launch had returned, leay- 
ing the canoes and men to await Mr. 
Oliver's arrival. The party proceeded 
in cances down the Peel and Porcu- 
pine rivers to Fort Yukon, at the 
junction of the Porcupine and Yukon. 
Missing a steamer here by two hours, 
the party were delayed there two days 


Waiting for another up-bound from 
St. Michael's to Dawson. The capital 
of the Yukon was reached on July 
19th, 


Leaving Dawson on July 21, White 
Horse was reached on the 26th and 
Vancouver on August Ist, a call at 
Prince Rupert being made. From 
Vaneouver Mr. Oliver crossed to Vie- 
toria, and leaving Vancouver on the 
2nd, reached Edmonton on the 3rd, 
Wanted to Get Acquainted With the 
: Great North Land, 

Interviewed by the Bulletin, Mr. 
Oliver said there were two main rea- 


sons for the trip: One was that he 
might get personal and _ first-hand 
information as to the north country 


and its capabilities as a field for set- 
tlement. With the rush of settlement 
to the southern part of the Great 
West Land and the certainty that this 
rush will continue, it was only a mat- 


ter of time till the free homestead 
land there available was exhausted 
In view of that he deemed it well to 
familiarize himseif with the country 
beyond the present area of settle- 
ment; to get a personal viewpoint as 
to how far north conditions would 
permit of profitable settlement, and 
to see for himself what there was 
there to Offer as inducement for set-

The Yellowhead. 

The Yellowhead Pass is perhaps the 
most unusual im the world, certainly 
in America, In this northern coun- 
try, where the mountains are piled in 
a confusion of peaks and glaciers 
from the international boundary to 


Alaska, they are three hundred miles 
across. These valleys generally run 
northwest and. southwest, and for a 


hundred miles it is difficult to cross 
the continental backbone even on foot 
with the ice axe andrope of the 
mountain climber, but here there is a 

cleft through the main range of the 

Rockies so deep and cleanly cut that 

one might almost imagine that some 

giant hand had done the job with 

two quick strokes of a mammoth axe. 

Where other mountain passes reach 

their summits midst the snow and ice 

of the glaciers, this one is se low that 

its crest lies amidst the big trees of 

the soft cNmate. Above it the forests 

climb fully three thousand feet. The 

approaches are so gentle that one 

knows of the divide crossed only by 

the flowing of the waters in opposite 

directions.

According to a recent compilation, 
the bread countries of the world con- 
sume about three billion bushels an- 


nually, while the importing countries 
buy of the exporters 600,000,000 bush 
els every year, Since 1901 the 
world's consumption of wheat has in 
creased approximately 100,000,000 
bushels every year, 

One authority places requirements 
for wheat in the United States at 500,- 
000,000 bushels, which includes both 
bread and seed After the relatively 
short crop of 1904 of 652,000,000 
bushels, the exports for the 
year 1905 dropped to 44,000,000 bush 
but the much larger crop of 1905, 
amounting to 693,000,000 bushels, 
yielded for export only 97,000,000 
bushels, made an apparent contribu- 
tion to the exports of the fiscal year 
1907 of 147,000,000 bushels, 

It would thus appear that 600,000,- 
000 bushels a year come pretty near 
to being the sum of the United States’ 
annual demostic requirements for 
wheat, and that, so far as a contribu- 
tion to the world’s supply is concern-
